Our investigation developed the | 
fact that Fulton county lost con- | 
siderable money in not fully collect- | 
ing 10 cents apiece for returned ce-| 
ment sacks. It shows that there is_ 
now more than $7,000 due for such | 
sacks by the DeJarnette Supply | 
Company. which account is a year 
and a half past due. No effort has | 
been made to collect this money, | 
although the facts show that Mr. | 
Paul S. Etheridge, one of the coun-.| 
ty commissioners, is himself indebt- | 
ed to the DeJarnette Supply Com- | 
pany in a sum of approximately | 
$5,000. which, if a suit had been, 
promptly brought against the De-. 
Jarnette Supply Company and a) 
garnishment served on Mr..

Our investigations also disclose the | 
fact that for many years DeJar-| 
nette Supply Company was awarded | 
the exclusive contract for supplying | 
cement to the county. We have not | 
obtained any proof that any other’ 
company would have supplied this 
cement at a cheaper price, yet it | 
seems proper to note that while the | 
printed cogtract forms prepared for | 


an audit at a date quite close to 
the date of the county’s purchase. |

Testimony has been given before | 
us which indicates that certain com- 
missioners have not hesitated to de-| 
velop their property and that of their 
political or financial backers at pub- 
lie expense, in order to bring about 
its sale. Also that lavish expendi- 
tures of public funds have been made 
on the private property of individ- 
uals, to silence their objections to) 
similar expenditures on the adjoin- 
ing land belonging to these commis- 
sioners. | 

In addition, we have been given | 
by county employes a list of about 
20) privately owned subdivisions and 
lands, on whieh publie funds as high 
as $168,000 in individual cases have 
been and are being spent. 

All of this leads us to the conclu- 
sion that a large part of th® resources 
of this county is devoted to the inter- | 
ests of a favored few, without regard | 
to the interest of the public as a, 
whole. | 

In spite of and doubtless because | 
of, this illegal and selfish entrava- | 
gance, not the least consideration | 
has been given to the question of re- 
ducing the burden of taxes from 
which this community is suffering. 

“Hostile to Good Government.” 

The power to fix salaries, to be- 
stow patronage, and to employ the 
full resources of local government | 
for the benefit of public officials and 
their supporters who are the bene- | 
ficiaries of the system, has always 
created powerful elements in com- 
munities. which condone the acts of 
such officials and are hostile to the | 
eause of good government, There | 
are many indications that we are | 
confronted with such a condition.

NEW YORK, July 2.—(4)—The 
moving belt of advancing prices and

Experienced observers agree that

country’s history. Concrete evidence 
of gain is now the rule rather than 
the exception.

Statistics covering last week’s oper- 
ations provide fresh proof that busi- 
ness expansion is steadily reaching 
all parts of the country, with basic 
industries once more striding vigor- 
oisly into new high territory. 

Steel production last week stood 
at 54 per cent of capacity, an advance 
of 3 points, as computed by the maga- 
zine Steel. Market reports fo? all 
distr-cts, it is pointed out, as well as 
for .ll products, emphasize an. ex- 
panding demand in most cases, occa- 
sionally a stationary condition, but 
nowhere a decline. 

A cross section of trade reports 
shows that no seaonal abatement in 
retail demand is yet discernible, and 
no recession is expected during July. 
While many merchants are repricing 
their lines, these advances have not 
been so abrupt as in the wholesale 
trade.
